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itis not an easy matter to prepare a brief summary of the 
life and activities of any organization after more than a 
century of existence, and especially so when its membership 
has been as diverse as ours. Our Society has had its share 
of scholars and dullards, of the learned and of the unlettered, 
of dedicated hobbyists and of hoarders and speculators. 
And, it must be confessed, there have occasionally been 
rascals among our number. 


It says much for this Society's strength and quality that 
after more than a hundred years men still gather regularly to 
share a common diversionary interest, without regard to 
individual political, religious, or financial interest. We have 
shared a hobby, and we also have come to share a tradition. 
Thus one can scarcely begin this summary better than by 


using the initial paragraphs written by the late Sidney 
K. Eastwood some 50 years ago, and allowed to stand by 
Raymond A. Byrne in his later revision. 


On June 14, 1878, eight men met formally in Pittsburgh to 
organize a society for the study of numismatic science and 
to exchange ideas and information. On that date the 
Western Pennsylvania Numismatic Society came into being. 
The founders were: 


George H. Clapp S. H. Morgan 
Frank J. Kirk John Rivett 
E. F. Maynard George W. Rode 
Henry McKnight R. W. Shipman 


This group continued informal meetings during the first 
year, and on June 20, 1879, when the membership roll 
included seventeen names, the first officers were elected. 
These officers were: 


S. H. Morgan, President 
Frank J. Kirk, Vice-President 
George W. Rode, Secretary 
E. F. Maynard, Treasurer 

J. E. H. Kelley, Curator 


The present constitution and a set of by-laws were 
adopted on November 21, 1879, and these _ original 
documents, subscribed to with the signatures of the early 
members, remained in the Society’s possession. Much of 
the credit for the continued and healthy growth of the Society 
belongs to the late George F. Marlier, who served as its 
president through many of its more difficult years. And, 
decade after decade, its monthly meetings have continued to 
be a useful source of information and mutual help to our 
membership. 


The Fiftieth Anniversary of the Society was celebrated by 
a dinner at the Rittenhouse Hotel in East Liberty, Pittsburgh, 
on June 14, 1928. The Sixtieth Anniversary also was 
marked by a dinner in the Harvard-Yale-Princeton Club of 
Pittsburgh on December 13, 1938. The latter event led to a 
series of annual dinners which have become a feature of our 
programs. 


The Society issued medals in 1878 and 1879 as official 
souvenirs of the Pittsburgh Exposition in those years. Each 
was struck in white metal, bronze, brass, and silver. 
Although no record of the numbers struck has survived, 
complete sets are difficult to obtain. The following mintage 
estimates were provided by Lawrence C. Dziubek: 1878: 25 
bronze, 15 brass, 7 silver; 1879: 25 bronze, 25 brass, 17 
silver. 


Another medal, designed for our Fiftieth Anniversary by 
Andrey Avinoff, was struck by the Medallic Art Company of 
New York in 1928, 400 examples in bronze and ten in silver. 
All of these medals are illustrated in the present publication. 
The 1928 medal was restruck by the Medallic Art Company 
in 1963, and this date is incused on the edge of the restrikes. 
The issue consisted of 20 specimens each in copper and 
bronze, 15 in silver and five in 14 karat gold. 


In honor of the 1978 Centennial, a committee was 
established to design and have a medal struck. Such a 
medal was executed incorporating the designs of the 
Society's prior medals, in reduced form, on the obverse. 500 
two-inch bronze medals were struck by the Green Duck 
Corp., and 180 of this number were given an antique finish. 
There were also 27 medals struck in .999 pure silver, and 9 
medals struck in 18 karat gold (thin planchet), by advance 
ordering of the members. 


The Society has maintained close ties with the American 
Numismatic Association, and was host to the annual 
convention of the Association in 1935. This was the second 
visit to Pittsburgh by the A.N.A., which was organized in 
Chicago in 1891. It held its first convention at Niagra Falls in 
the Spring of 1892, but adjourned to complete its business 
later the same year in Pittsburgh. At least two of our 
members, Henry Hunt and Raymond A. Byrne, have served 
on the Association’s Board of Governors. 


Relations with Carnegie Museum of Natural History, 
where the Society’s meetings were held for many years, 
were cordial. Andrey Avinoff, Director of the Museum from 
1926 to 1945, was an honorary member, as was George 
H. Clapp, our last surviving charter member and a longtime 
Trustee of the Museum. Moreover, eleven of our members 
have served as unpaid curators or research associates in 
the Museum's Section of Coins and Medals. 


On June 6, 1978 the Society celebrated its 100th year 
with a dinner at the Top of the Triangle Restaurant. 
Members and guests heard talks from the two living 
honorary members, Raymond A. Byrne and William 
W. Woodside. Mr. Woodside took this occasion to announce 
that the Carnegie Museum had decided to dispose of the 
coin and stamp collections that had been accumulated in the 
Institution during the past 30 years. W.P.N.S, together with 
the Historical Society of Western Pennsylvania, formed a 
vanguard to prevent the sale. 


Messrs. Glenn Mooney, J. Paul Scheetz, and William 


Hunter led the way in the legal battle. After two court 
hearings, a public petition with hundreds of signatures, and 
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much local and national media attention, an out-of-court 
settlement was reached. Carnegie Institute agreed to retain 
certain portions of the collections, while selling many others 
at auctions in London and Zurich. 


Relations with Carnegie Institute have improved 
somewhat in recent years, beginning with the 1985 Social 
Meeting where the invited speaker was Dr. James 
B. Richardson Ill, an anthropologist with the Museum of 
Natural History. That year also brought an announcement 
from the A.N.A. that their Annual Convention would return to 
Pittsburgh in 1989. The Western Pennsylvania Numismatic 
Society is currently looking forward to co-sponsoring the 
convention with other local clubs. Plans are being made to 
exhibit some of the 11,000 coins and medals that remain at 
the Museum, including George H. Clapp’s famous collection 
of Large Cents. 


The present issue of the Constitution and By-Laws states 
these documents as most recently amended. The 
Membership Roster which is appended attempts to list all 
members with the years of their election to membership. 


This is based upon earlier compilations and upon data 
contained in minutes and other records. It is possible that 
there are ommisions, and it is hoped that any of these will be 
brought to the attention of the Secretary.

CONSTITUTION 


Adopted November 21, 1879 


Article | 


This Society shall be called "The Western Pennsylvania 
Numismatic Society.” It is, and is intended to continue to be, 
an unincorporated, non-profit association of its members, 
none of whom may benefit financially, directly or indirectly, 
from office-holding or membership herein. Its objects shall 
be promotion of Numismatic Science and the formation of a 
Cabinet and Library for the use of its members, as well as 
social gatherings of its members. 


Article Il 


The Society shall consist of Resident, Corresponding, 
and Honorary Members. 


Article Ill 


The officers shall be President, Vice-President, Secretary 
Treasurer, and Curator, all of whom shall be elected 
annually at the regular meeting in June. 


They shall hold office for one year, beginning with the 
regular meeting in July. 


Article IV 


The right of voting, of holding office and of transacting 
business shall be confined to Resident Members and to 
Honorary Members who have previously held Resident 
Membership. 


Article V 
The Society shall possess a Certificate of Membership. 
Article VI 


The name of a candidate for membership of any class 
must be proposed in writing, by a resident member, in good 
standing, and the nomination shall lay over until the next 
regular meeting of the Society, when the election may be 
held, by ballot. Two thirds (2/3) of the members present may 
suspend the rules and action on the application can be taken 
at once. 


Three (3) black balls shall exclude from election. 
Article VIl 


The Society shall not be dissolved as long as seven (7) 
members remain, except with the consent of all the 
members. 


Article VIII 


The Society shall establish such By-Laws as may be 
deemed necessary for its government and regulation. 


Article IX 


No change shall be made in this Constitution unless by 
vote of three-fourths (3/4) of the members present at a 
stated meeting and unless notice of the proposed change 
shall be given in writing, signed by three (3) members, at a 
previous meeting. 


BY-LAWS 


Adopted October 4, 1938 
Amended December 7, 1965 
and January 3, 1967 


Article |, Meetings 


1. The regular meeting shall be held the first 


Tuesday of each month at 8:00 P.M. 


. Five (5) Resident Members shall constitute a 
quorum for the transaction of business. 


. The order of business shall be as follows, viz:- 


. Minutes of the previous meeting. 
. Treasurer's report. 

. Reports of Committees. 

. Correspondence 

. Deferred business 

. New Business 

. Program 

. Adjournment 


Article Il, Officers 


. The President shall preside at all meetings of 
the Society, shall approve in writing, by 
countersigning checks or bills, all expenditures 
ordered by the Society, and shall direct the 
activities of the Society. 


. The Vice-President shall, in the absence of the 
President, perform the duties of the President; 
and in the event of a vacancy in the office of 
President, that office and title shall be 
assumed by the Vice-President until the next 
annual election. 


. The Secretary shall keep correct minutes of all 
meetings of the Society, including those of the 
executive committee but excluding all other 
Committee meetings unless _ specifically 
directed by the Society or the President to do 
so, he shall keep the accounts between the 
Society and its members; he shall receive all 


. 


money due the Society, and shall pay it over to 
the Treasurer; shall notify all members of the 
time and place of meetings; and handle all 
routine correspondence of the Society and 
such special correspondence as directed by 
the Society or the President. 


. The Treasurer shall receive all money which 
may be paid to the Society, and shall give his 
receipt for the same when requested. He shall 
have custody of all funds of the Society upon 
countersignature of the President. The 
Treasurer shall keep a current account of all 
money received and paid out, which accounts 
shall be open to inspection by any member. 


. The Curator shall have charge of all coins, 
books, etc., belonging to the Society, and shall 
keep a correct catalogue of the same. He 
shall permit access thereto by the members, 
under such rules as the Society may adopt. 


. The President shall present a written report, at 
the Annual Meeting of the activities of the 
Society during the preceding year. The 
Secretary, the Treasurer, and the Curator shall 
each present a written report, at the Annual 
Meeting, of the work of their respective offices 
during the preceding year. 


Article Ill, Committees 


1. The standing committees of the Society shall be the 
Executive Committee, the Program Committee, the 
Publications Committee, the Publicity Committee, the 
Membership Committee, the Auditing Committee, and the 
Nominating Committee. 


2. The Executive Committee shall consist of the officers 
of the Society and the Chairmen of the Membership, 
Program, Publications, and Publicity Committees, and shall 
meet from time to time as it deems necessary or on call by 
the President. It shall have power to conduct routine 
business subject to the approval of the Society at its next 
regular meeting. It shall also have power, subject to the

Constitution and By-Laws, to act for the Society in matters of 
emergency, where time will not permit calling a special 
meeting of the Society. At least three (3) members are 
required for a quorum. A simple majority of those present is 
required for passage. 


3. The Membership Committee shall receive all 
applications and recommendations for membership; shall 
investigate all applicants; and, after meeting to consider 
applicant, shall submit a written report of its investigations. 
The duties of the Committee shall not extend to cases of 
Honorary Membership. 


4. The Program Committee shall have charge of 
programs, special events, etc., shall arrange places for 
meetings of the Society and shall publish the Annual 
Program. 


5. The Publicity Committee shall whenever possible, 
bring to public attention the activities of the Society which 
are of general news value; shall when possible publicize the 
science of numismatics; shall inform the membership of 
numismatic meetings, conventions, etc., shall prepare the 
Society’s membership roster, etc, when that is ordered to be 
printed; and shall when possible arrange for public exhibition 
of numismatic material. 


6. The Publications Committee, of which the Curator 
shall be an ex-officio, shall act in an advisory capacity to the 
Curator, and shall review new issues of numismatic books 
and other publications, reporting such new issues of the 
Society. 


7. The Auditing Committee shall be appointed at the 
Annual Meeting, and shall consist of two members, neither 
of whom shall be the Treasurer, Secretary, or Curator, and 
shall present a written report of such audit at the next regular 
meeting. 


8. A Nominating Committee of three members shall be 
appointed at least one month prior to the Annual Meeting 
and shall report at the Annual Meeting. 


Article IV, Dues, etc. 


1. The Initiation Fee shall be two ($2.00) dollars payable 
with application for membership, and the dues shall be one 
($1.00) dollar per annum payable in advance. The dues 
year will run from July 1 to June 30. Any member who 
neglects to pay his dues for three years shall be suspended 
after action has been taken by the Society, at any stated 
meeting, until all his dues have been paid. 


2. The Society may expel a member upon receipt of a 
resolution, presented in writing and signed by three (3) 
Resident Members in good standing. Such resolution shall 
be laid over until a subsequent meeting of the Society when 
it shall be presented for action, provided that written notice of 
the time, and the purpose of such meeting has been given to 
the offending member. Upon passage of such a resolution 
by a majority of the Resident Members present, the 
President shall declare the offending member expelled from 
the Society. 


3. Any member may withdraw from the Society by paying 
in full all indebtedness to the Society, and by signifying his 
desire in writing. Any member who has withdrawn from the 
Society may rejoin within one year thereafter by signifying 
his intention in writing, and without payment of initiation fees; 
such application for readmission to be presented to the 
Society for action as a new application. 


4. No member shall without the consent of the Society, 
lend papers, books, medals, etc., belonging to the Society to 
any person, not a member. 


Article V, Application for Membership 


The following procedure shall be followed for all 
applications for membership in the Society: 


1. Upon receipt of an application for membership, the 
Membership Committee will advise the membership of the 
Society that such application has been received. 


2. Any member having comments to offer concerning the 


applicant shall communicate these comments with the 
Membership Committee only, without delay. 


3. The Membership Committee will then investigate the 
applicant and when the Committee is satisfied that such 
applicant should be voted upon, will advise the Secretary at 
least 10 days prior to the regular meeting at which the vote is 
to be held. 


4. The Secretary will then advise the membership that 
such applicant shall be voted on at the next regular meeting. 
Such notification will be via the monthly meeting notice. 


5. The applicant shall not be present at the meeting at 
which his application is voted on. The Secretary will advise 
the applicant of the Society’s action on his application after it 
has been voted on. 


Article VI, Members 


1. Honorary members who have been elected from the 
roster of Resident Members shall continue to have the same 
rights and privileges as prior to election to Honorary 
Membership. All Honorary Members shall be exempt from 
payment of dues. 


2. Corresponding Members shall be elected for a term of 
two (2) years. They will be expected to correspond with the 
Society at least once every six months on topics relating to 
objects for which this Society is established. All 
Corresponding Members shall be exempt from payment of 
dues. In addition to those persons elected to Corresponding 
Membership, former Resident Members who have been in 
good standing for at least one (1) year and now reside more 
than fifty (50) miles from Pittsburgh may be Transferred to 
Corresponding membership by action of the Executive 
Committee. 


3. The names of the eight (8) founders of this Society 
and of all Past Presidents and of the Honorary Members, 
whether living or dead, shall be published in every printed list 
of members of the Society. 


Article Vil, Amendment 


1. Changes in or additions to these By-Laws shall be 
made only as follows: (a) Notice of a proposal to amend 
shall be given at a regular meeting of the Society, and the 
proposal shall then be laid over until the next subsequent 
regular meeting; (b) In notices to members, the Secretary 
shall state that amendments have been proposed for action 
at the next regular meeting; (c) At the next regular meeting 
following the proposal to amend, the proposal shall be read 
and submitted to a vote, and upon approval thereof by a vote 
of two-thirds of the members present the amendment shall 
have the full effect as part of these By-Laws.

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TH cere Pennsylvania Numismatic Society began on June 14, 1878 

when eight men met formally in Pittsburgh to organize for the 
study of numismatic science, and to exchange ideas and information. 
It says much for this Society's strength and quality that after 100 
years men still gather regularly each month to share a common diver- 
sionary interest, without regard to individual political, religious 
or financial interest. They have shared a hobby and, they have come 
to share a tradition. Although concentrated in Western Pennsylvania, 
members from as far away as California and Florida contribute to the 
on-going effectiveness of the group. 


, Ears Exposition Society conducted a fair in 1878 and 1879. 
W.P.N.S. issued medals in conjunction with this event in brass, 
bronze, silver, and white metal. A different view of the exposition 
building was used for the second year's issue. In 1928, for the 50th 
anniversary, a new medal was designed by Audrey Avinoff. It was 
designed to symbolize the high standard of the art and science of 
numismatics, and capture the culture, beauty and dignity of classic 
Greece. The decadram of Syracuse from 400 B.C. was the central 
theme. Eminating from the coin in all directions are cresses-shaped 
radiations symbolizing the diffusion of knowledge, inspiration and 
culture which numismatics has contributed to civilization. The 
Avinoff medal was restruck by Madallic Art Co. in 1963 with a total 
issue of 60 pieces in 4 metals.

A limited number were issued to 
members in silver and gold by advance subscription. Contained in an 
outline of Western Pennsylvania are replicas of the 1878 and 1928 
W.P.N.S. medals. This design was created by a club committee and 
manufactured by Greenduck. On June 6, 1978 the Western Pennsylvania 
Numismatic Society celebrated its 100th year with a dinner at a 
restaurant overlooking the Golden Triangle. Members and guests heard 
from the Society's two living honorary members, Ray A. Byrne and 
William W. Woodside. Our Society has had its share of scholors and 
dullards, of the learned and the unlettered, of dedicated hobbyists 
and of hoarders and speculators; but in all it has contributed richly 
to the science and enjoyment of numismatics for a century.

The annual Curator’s report is generally a short affair — “Everything’s still in my garage, 
with no new water damage.” Substitute “basement” for “garage” and you’ve pretty 
much got the 2003 report. Actually, I made up the part about water damage — there is 
none that I’ve noticed, but it’s an ever-present danger. A selection of items from our 
archives is on display this evening, including our prize possession, the original 
secretary’s minute book from 1878. 


As discussed briefly last month, I’d like to propose some initiatives for the society to 
consider. They fall under two general themes: preserving our heritage, and ensuring our 
future. Both involve the hot medium of the day, the Internet. Our newest member, 
Kavan Ratnatunga is a stellar example of the power of the Internet in both areas. 


As we saw in his recent presentation, Kavan’s web site has grown into a publication 
known world-wide as a definitive source for information on Sri Lankan coinage. An 
updated WPNS web site could be a powerful and cost-effective way to preserve our 
organization’s heritage. Another fact which recently came to light in another local club, 
PNS, is that all three of PNS’ newest members, including Kavan, first learned of the club 
via the Internet. Thus a WPNS web presence could become an effective outreach tool for 
recruiting new members. 


I propose the following: 


Reserve a permanent domain name for the society, such as wpns1878.org 
Have the web site hosted at the American Numismatic Association (free to 
member clubs) 

Create a new home page and migrate the old web pages 

Update the site with new information regularly, ESPECIALLY information 
about upcoming programs 

Work to get many other numismatics sites to link to ours 

Work to get a number of important local western Pennsylvania sites to link to 
ours: newspapers, libraries, historical societies, community bulletin boards, 
étc. 

Choose a couple programs each year that may be attractive to members of 
other local groups, such a Civil War and local history buffs, fans of ancient 
Rome and Greece, etc. 

PUBLICIZE these programs well in advance; press releases, letters, calls 
Become a RESOURCE for local numismatic information — reposition the 
Allegheny Project for the web 

Start SMALL 


Build INCREMENTALLY -— bite-sized pieces accomplishable in days, not 
months or years 
Go for BREADTH, not depth - short essays on many topics — Pittsburgh & 
western PA tokens, medals, paper money. Specific topics: 
o Money in colonial Pittsburgh

If we start working 
toward this goal, we could have some true accomplishments to report this time next year.

FOURRE - A plated coin. 

FUGIO CENT - A copper coin struck in 1787 by authority of the Continental Congress of the 
United States. 

GILT - A term applied to coins of inferior metals washed with gold. 

GLOBULAR - Being of considerable thickness and small diameter. 

GOBRECHT DOLLARS - Pattern silver dollars struck at the Philadelphia Mint in 1836, 1838 
and 1839. They were designed by Christian Gobrecht, the assistant engraver. 

GOOD SAMARITAN SHILLING - An imitation of the Pine Tree Shilling struck in New England 
and dated 1652. It was not of official issue. 

BABITANT TOKENS - Tokens issued by four banks of Lower Canada in 1837 and bearing the 

. figure of a French-Canadian farmer. 

HACIENDA TOKENS - Private tokens originating from the owners of estates in South 
America, et cetera. 

HAMMERED COINAGE - Crude hand made coins as distinguished from the coins made on the 
mechanical mill and screw press. 

HARD TIMES TOKENS - A popular name for a series of copper tokens struck in the United 
States between 1837 and 1841. They bear inscriptions for and against the Bank of 
the United States.

A Secretary's Report to the Western Pennsylvania Numismatic 
Society Concerning the 1993 - 1994 Numismatic Year 


Already a year has past since I reflected upon my observations as 
Secretary of the Western Pennsylvania Numismatic Society. At that 
time I stated what I felt was three goals that the society should 


undertake for the betterment of the organization. 


Goal number one was the contention that “anyone giving a presentation 
to the membership should also present it in written form, not only 
for the benefit of the present members, but for the benefit of 


posterity". 


I am pleased to relate that this goal was almost universally accepted 
and one hundred per cent attained. However, it gained even more 
importance with the printing of the first W.P.N.S. journal by Society 
Editor, E. Tomlinson Fort, who gathered a grouping of club member 


presentations and bound them together in journal form to create 


the first of a series of W.P.N.S. journals. 


My second goal was to have the membership of W.P.N.S. "assist in 
fostering the wants, needs, and goals not only of our local 
organization, but also of the state and national numismatic 
organizations." At a time when shows and conventions of model 
trains, guns, baseball cards, jewelry, and antique collectibles 
seem to be in vogue, numismatics in general need a boost from its 
staunchest supporters - its collector fraternity. We should all 


work together to make the Pittsburgh area a strong numismatic center. 


My last goal was "that the organization might entertain the striking 
of a modern W.P.N.S. medal, perhaps in silver". Since that time 

a membership medal committee has been created consisting of Wayne 
Homren, Richard Gaetano, and Donald Carlucci. The thoughts of 
striking membership medals in both gold and silver metals have been 


discussed. Although no firm decisions have been made, initial 


correspondence between the minter, Silvertowne of Winchester, Indiana 
and the Western Pennsylvania Numismatic Society have been completed. 
Further action will be in direct response to the wants, needs, and 


wishes of the membership. 


A special note must be made of the efforts that Past President Wayne 
Homren has made with the Historical Society of Western Pennsylvania 
in preserving the Western Pennsylvania Numismatic Society's archives 
in a safe, climate controlled depository for the knowledge, 
enlightment, and perhaps even enjoyment that these numismatic 


recordings may give to future generations. 


Although no formal arrangements have been made, the preliminary 
ground work has been established. Again, this goal can only be 


completed in accordance with the wants, needs, and wishes of the 


membership. 


As I had stated one year before, these "comments and observations 


are my own and are only meant for the consideration of the society".
